DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The applicant's claims directed to a method of dry cleaning using specific 
amounts of hydrocarbyl esters of a multi-carboxylic acid in combination with liquid 
carbon dioxide was not found in the prior art of record. Nor would it have been obvious 
to incorporate this specific amount of hydrocarbyl ester and the prior art does not 
provide sufficient motivation for this specific combination. As such the claims are found 
to be allowable.
